adlines in the nation’s newspapers Sept. 17 may clear up some of the painful

For decades New York City polities was perhaps the most orderly affair in 
the nation. A powerful Democratic machine dominated by ‘Tammany Hall, 
the Manhattan organization, took care of its faithful year in & out and regu 
larly elected its candidates, About once every 20 years, the independent 


voters’ cumulative disgust at Tammany graft and incompetence would sweep a 


Republican or Fusion Mayor into office on a great wave of reform, But the 


reformers were generally poor politicans, popular indignation was allowed to die

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DORIS LEE: AN AMERICAN PAINTER WITH A HUMOROUS SENSE OF VIOLENCE 


oris Lee was born Doris Emrick in 1904 in Aledo, 

Ill. Because her great-grandfather had retired 
from farming to paint in oils and because her frand. 
mother was a persistent whittler and carver in Wood 
her parents were not surprised when Doris hexey 
filling pads with childish sketches. Because her fa. 
ther was a successful small-town merchant-banker 
who regarded his daughter's exuberant tomboyism 
with misgiving, Doris was sent to a smart Lake For- 
est boarding school to learn to be a lady. Later she 
went to Rockford College from which she graduated 
in 1927. Married shortly after to Russell Lee, a 
chemical engineer, she subsequently studied art in 
Paris and Kansas City and San Francisco. 

Since 1931, Mrs. Lee and her husband have lived 
at Woodstock, N.Y. and there she has found an out- 
let for her excess vitality in painting good-humored, 
zestful scenes, many of them tinged with violence. 
In 1935 her Thanksgiving, a sort of comic valentine 
farm kitchen scene (below, left), brought her both 
kudos and notoriety by winning the $500 Logan 
prize at the Chicago Art Institute and a salyo of 
abuse from Mrs. Logan. Its bustle and bounce and 
sly humor are also to be found in such excellent Doris 
Lee paintings as Catastrophe and Hudson River Bx- 
cursion and Noon for colored reproductions of which 
see the following two pages.

= Lee is tired of having people quote it but her best re- 
mark apropos her work is: “What I feel is a sort of vio- 
lence.” This quality is well exemplified in the three paintings 
shown on this page. The girl in The Runaway, her hat blown 
off, her hair streaming, is the last word in defeated horseman- 
ship. Though the rider is obviously in a serious predicament, 
Artist Lee has managed to keep the violence in her picture 
definitely comic. 

In Landscape With Fisherman, on what is apparently a fly 
rod, the man has hooked what seems to be a record brook trout 
—about three-quarters the length of his entire arm. The dead 
branches sticking up from otherwise luxuriant treesarea touch 
of desolation typical of most Doris Lee landscapes, whether 
peopled with fishermen or hunters.

iggest sporting event in U. S. aviation is the 
B icon Air Races which were held this year 
at the Cleveland Airport, Sept. 3-6. Crack speed 
fliers were there to compete for the three most 
cherished U. S. aviation trophies—Bendix, Thomp- 
son, Greve—and the substantial cash prizes that 
accompany them. Last year Michel Detroyat, a 
Frenchman, flew off with both Thompson and Greve 
trophies. This year, a garage mechanic named Rudy 
Kling, from Lemont, Ill, duplicated the feat, win- 
ning the Thompson race with a last-second power 
dive. Frank Fuller Jr., a San Francisco paint maker, 
won the Bendix transcontinental air derby by flying 
his Seversky monoplane from Los Angeles to Cleve- 
land in 7 hr., 55 min., then on to Bendix, N. J. in 9 
hr., 35 min., breaking all previous Bendix records. 

Unluckiest competitor was Col. Roscoe Turner. 
Before the Bendix take-off his plane was damaged. 
In the Thompson race his oil-smeared windshield 
cost him a likely victory by causing him to cut a 
pylon, go back again to round it. One fatality marred 
the meet, one accident gave 60,000 spectators a 
horrifying scare. Killed was Lee Miles, 1934 racing 
champion. All but killed was Count Otto Hagen- 
burg (see page 68). Some 200,000 spectators came 
to the races, watched military planes cavort, a flier 
take off and land from the top of a moving automobile, 
parachute jumpers do mass descents (see page 70).

The Loyal Order of Moose 
Cup put up by Senator James J. Davis is for speed 
trials, Its winner, Stephen Wittman of Oshkosh, 
Wis., was second in the Greve race, led in the Thomp- 
son race until he had engine trouble. The Amelia 
Earhart Memorial Trophy, offered by the air-race 
committee, is a 25-mile handicap race for women.

Present will be McClel- 
lan’s son, the onetime mayor of New York, and a 
Lee grandson. Not present will be the late Supreme 
Court Justice Holmes whose famous father combed 
the field after Antietam for his wounded son. 

Only three months before Antietam, “Granny” 
Lee had taken command of the Army of Northern 
Virginia. In June, 1862, he had chased McClellan 
from Richmond in the Seven Days fighting and in 
August outmaneuvered and outfought General Pope 
at Second Manassas. He thereupon struck north 
into Maryland and, while waiting for McClellan 
to move, divided his army into five parts to take 
Harper’s Ferry in his rear. McClellan risked a battle 
at Antictam only because he knew all Lee’s plans. 
Antietam ended 1862's invasion of the north but Lee 
in three months was winning at Fredericksburg and 
Chancellorsville. 

Before Antietam, Lee’s victorious army. was de- 
scribed as follows: ““They were a most dirty, ragged, 
lean and hungry set of wolves. Yet there was a dash 
about them. They rode like circus riders. They

THE BATTLE OF ANTIETAM 


The Civil War’s Bloodiest Day 


n Sept. 15, 1862, a moving cloud of dust rolled 
from the east toward the Maryland village of 


Sharpsburg, shown on opposite page. Suddenly 


v-

doing. This last fact broke the Battle of Antictam 
into three separate engagements fought in series. 

The cloud of dust was less than one-half of the 
victorious army of General Robert E. Lee in the odd 
position of running away from the Union’s super- 
cautious General George McClellan. Lee was run- 
ning away because he had divided his army into five 
parts for a side enterprise of capturing Harper’s 
Ferry. McClellan had boldly given chase because 
one of his men had found a spare copy of Lee’s 
Special Orders in an abandoned camp, wrapped 
around three cigars. Lee’s problem as he fell back on 
Sharpsburg was to hold off McClellan until Jackson, 
McLaws, Walker, Anderson and A. P. Hill could 
bring up their divisions and brigades from the south. 
When he drew up Longstreet (Sector 3) and D. H. 
Hill (Sector 2) before Sharpsburg on Sept. 15, he had 
only 18,000 men, against McClellan’s 87,000, the 
worst odds his army faced until Appommatox. Dur- 
ing the 15th, the woods east of the Creek filled with 
men in blue. That day and the next, Lee could have 
been destroyed. On tle afternoon of the 16th, Mc- 
Clellan feinted at Lee’s left and met. Hood’s veteran 
Texans (Sector 1). By dawn of the 17th, Lee’s army 
had been increased to 25,000. 

Before sunrise McClellan hurled Hooker against 
Jackson on the Confederate left (Sector 1), which by 
then faced almost directly north. Hooker destroyed 
the brigades of Lawton, Hays and Trimble and 
opened a disastrous gap. Hooker’s men climbed over 
@ post-and-rail fence and poured down the Hagers- 
town Pike toward the Dunker Church (top, right), 
which commanded the high ground. Hood’s men in 
reserve rose and threw them back once but, their am- 
Munition exhausted, were in turn repulsed by Mans- 
field. In the nick of time Lee rushed Walker’s and 
Anderson’s brigades four miles from the south to the 
north (Sector 3 to Sector 1). They were stopped, 
however, by the Hagerstown Pike fence, which was 
swept by Union fire. Once again the North under 
Sumner attacked and was once again repelled, this 
time by McLaws’ reinforcements. 

At midmorning McClellan launched his second 
battle, against the Confederate centre (Sector 2). An 
enfilading fire left the “Bloody Lane” heaped with 
Confederate dead (see right, centre) but Hill repulsed 
three Union attacks. On the fourth the Confederate 
line broke. Hill in an insane rage rallied some 200 
men and charged the solid Union flank. General Sum- 
ner, alarmed at this trivial demonstration, ordered 
Franklin to withdraw. The Confede 
ly out of ammunition, walking. in a daze.

Dr. Urey has provided chemists with food for 
thought and new substances for experimentation, 
The latter have usually been isotopes Varieties of 
the same chemical clement with different atom 
weights. Hence 3,500 scientists attending the ap 
nual convention of the American Chemical Sociey 
at Rochester, N. Y. from Sept. 6 to 10, were not sur. 
prised to hear that Dr. Urey was to read a paper on 
isotopes. They were amazed, however, to hear that 
he had isolated the heavy isotope of nitrogen in suff. 
cient large quantities to permit extensive experimen. 
tation. They recalled Dr. Urey’s discovery of the val 


uable “heavy hydrogen,” foresaw vast openings for 
the investigations of physiological processes of life. 

Isotopes have been known since 1913. At the 
time of their discovery, Dr. Frederick Soddy said: 
“Something surely akin to, if not transcending, trag- 
edy undertook the lifework of that distinguished 
galaxy of 19th Century chemists” who for years 
labored to find accurate atomic weights. For iso 
topes proved that there was 


no element weighing 
a certain amount, that the weight of each element 
was the average weight of all its component isotopes. 

To obtain the heavy twin of nitrogen Dr. Urey and 
his colleagues, Dr. John R. Huffman, H. G. Thode 
and Marvin Fox, used an extraction column (ve 
right) in which they created successively higher con- 
centrations of the new isotope. Basic products used 
are a solution of ammonium sulphate and ammonia 
gas. The solution runs down the column while the 
gas rises from bottom. When the two meet, ammonia 
molecules, containing one nitrogen atom and three by- 
drogen atoms, pass into the solution, change places 
with the ammonia molecules previously in it. Dur- 
ing the switch, heavy nitrogen atoms tend to remain 
in the liquid, creating a solution richer in weighty 
isotopes which drops to the bottom of the tube. The 
process of conversion is repeated continuously, pro- 
ducing two-fifths of a pint in 24 hours in a concen- 
tration six and a half times that of normal nitrogen. 
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Isotope Sepatator is this 35-foot-high column running 
through two floors at Columbia University. In the tube 
are 620 fixed cones and 620 cones on a rotating shaft, The 
ammonium solution trickles down cones, encounters rising 
ammonia gas. An exchange of nitrogen molec ules occurs 
and the isotopes, because of their weight, drip down to 
the bottom, The column can also make other heavy atoms.

oon to biologists are Dr. Urey’s twin atoms, called “tagged” atoms because they act as tracer 

bullets in following the process of food assimilation through the body. Dr. Urey turns them 
over to Dr. Rudolf Schoenheimer (below), assistant professor of biology at Columbia School of 
Medicine. He mixes them with food substances, feeds these compounds to mice and rats. The iso- 
topes remain with the substances during process of assimilation in the body cells. Hence a post-mor- 
tem of the animal reveals how different foods are transformed into various products in the body. 
At the Rochester convention Dr. Schoenheimer explained how heavy hydrogen was used to trace 
the conversion of solid fats into liquid fats in the body. Heavy nitrogen, he said, would be used 
likewise to trace the conversion of proteins, may reveal many unknown vital chemical processes.

ESiaae has seen the unimpressive front of the 
250-year-old official London residence of Britain’s 
Prime Minister at No. 10 Downing Street. On these 
pages are some of the 68 rooms behind the front door, 
never scen by the public and described by Prime Min- 
isters’ wives as dark, dingy, inconvenient and hard 
to keep clean. Parliament recently voted $75,000 to 
fix them up for Mrs. Neville Chamberlain, wife of 
the present Prime Minister. 

The repairs were under way when bad news 
brought the British Cabinet from their vaeations 
to No. 10 Downing Street. Two wars had created 
two crises which might lead to a third. Japan had 
got so badly out of hand as to strafe the car of the 
British Ambassador to China, seriously wounding 
the Ambassador, and hedging on an apology. Mus- 
solini, as his contribution to the civil war in Spain, 
was gravely suspected of having launched “pirate” 
submarines against neutral shipping.

Spanish Loyalists cartoon both Dictators 


he Fascist alliance between Hitler and Mussolini, begun by Hitler’s
